Re: Final Bid Withdrawal Payment for Auction 97
Dear Mr. Vail:

By this letter we notify you of the availability of a refund in connection with Advantage
Spectrum, L.P.’s (Advantage Spectrum) bid withdrawal payment in the Federal Communications
Commission's (Commission) auction of AWS-3 spectrum licenses in the 1695-1710 MHz, 1755-1780
MHz and 2155-2180 MHz bands (Auction 97) and provide instructions for requesting that refund.

In its short-form application to participate in Auction 97, Advantage Spectrum requested, and
ultimately qualified for, a 25% bidding credit as a very small business.! It was the winning bidder for
124 licenses.> Advantage Spectrum withdrew provisionally winning bids on 25 licenses during Auction
97.3 Each of the 25 licenses received subsequent bids in Auction 97. Therefore, in accordance with the
Commission’s rules, final bid withdrawal payments for Advantage Spectrum’s withdrawn bids were
determined at the close of Auction 97. For 18 of its 25 withdrawn bids, the licenses received subsequent
winning bids in Auction 97 that were higher than the withdrawn bid, and therefore no bid withdrawal
payment was assessed.* The aggregate amount of Advantage Spectrum final bid withdrawal payments
for the seven withdrawn bids where the licenses received subsequent winning bids in Auction 97 that

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were lower than the withdrawn bid was $2,256,750, and Advantage Spectrum fully satisfied this amount
with a portion of its upfront payment.®

Under the Commission’s rules, a bidder that withdraws a provisionally winning bid during the
course of an auction is subject to a bid withdrawal payment equal to the difference between the bidder’s
withdrawn bid and the subsequent winning bid.® When a bidding credit applies to any of the relevant
bids, the Commission uses either the difference between the net withdrawn bid and the net winning bid
or the gross withdrawn bid and the gross winning bid, whichever is less.”

With respect to 11 of Advantage Spectrum’s 25 bid withdrawals, SNR Wireless LicenseCo, LLC
(SNR Wireless) was the winning bidder for six licenses from which Advantage Spectrum had withdrawn
provisionally winning bids, and Northstar Wireless, LLC (Northstar Wireless) was the winning bidder
for five licenses from which Advantage Spectrum had withdrawn provisionally winning bids.® Thus, the
11 winning bids of SNR Wireless and Northstar Wireless (each of whom also claimed a 25% bidding
credit in its short-form application) were used to calculate Advantage Spectrum’s bid withdrawal
payment amounts at the close of Auction 97 for the 11 licenses.” Pursuant to the Commission’s rules,
Advantage Spectrum’s bid withdrawal payment amount for each of these 11 licenses was originally
calculated based on the difference between Advantage Spectrum’s net withdrawn provisionally winning
bid, which reflected its claimed 25% bidding credit, and the subsequent net winning bid of SNR
Wireless or Northstar Wireless, which also reflected their claimed 25% bidding credits. Based on this
calculation, the aggregate withdrawal payments for these 11 licenses amounted to $1,975,500.1°

After the close of Auction 97, however, the Commission determined that neither SNR Wireless
nor Northstar Wireless was eligible for its claimed 25% bidding credit!! Thus their subsequent net
winning bids for Auction 97 were adjusted upward to exclude the 25% bidding credits.!> In accordance

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with section 1.2104(g)(1) of the Commission’s rules,'3 we have recalculated Advantage Spectrum’s bid
withdrawal payment amount for these 11 licenses using the adjusted net winning bids of SNR Wireless
and Northstar Wireless. As shown in Attachment A, we have determined that Advantage Spectrum’s
adjusted bid withdrawal payment obligation for these 11 licenses is $0.00 and, therefore, $1,975,500 of
the bid withdrawal payment deducted from Advantage Spectrum’s upfront payment for Auction 97 is
now available for refund. Refund instructions can be found in Attachment B.

Ordering Clauses

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED that, pursuant to sections 4(i) and 309 of the Communications Act
of 1934 as amended, 47 U.S.C. §§ 154(i), 309, and section 1.2104(g)(1) of the Commission’s rules, 47
CFR § 1.2104(g)(1), Advantage Spectrum, L.P. is ASSESSED an adjusted bid withdrawal payment as
computed in Attachment A.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that, pursuant to sections 1.2104 and 1.2106 of the Commission’s
rules, 47 C.F.R. §§ 1.2104 and 1.2106, the bid withdrawal payment refund amount as computed in
Attachment A is available for refund to Advantage Spectrum upon appropriate request in accordance
with the instructions in Attachment B.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that this Order shall be sent to Advantage Spectrum, L.P. and its
representatives by certified mail, return receipt requested. This action is taken pursuant to authority
delegated by sections 0.21(m) and 0.271 of the Commission’s rules, 47 CFR §§ 0.21(m), 0.271.

Refund Instructions

Monies paid to the Commission in excess of Advantage Spectrum, L.P.’s adjusted bid withdrawal
payment obligation may be refunded to the payer of record as identified on the FCC Form 159 submitted
with the upfront payment for Auction 97, unless that payer submits written authorization providing the
information listed in the paragraph below for an alternative payee.

To receive a refund, Advantage Spectrum, L.P. must submit a written refund request with the
information listed below:

1. Name, address, contact and phone number of Bank

2. Automated Clearing House (ACH) ABA Number (Please verify this number with your Bank)
3. Account Number to Credit

4. Name of Account Holder

5. FCC Registration Number (FRN)

The refund request must be signed and submitted by fax to the Revenue & Receivables
Operations Group/Auctions at (202) 418-2843, or by email to RROGWireFaxes@fcc.gov.

An applicant seeking a refund should verify that the taxpayer identification number (TIN)
associated with its FCC Registration Number (FRN) is correct by visiting the FRN website at
https://apps.fcc.gov/cores to update its records before submitting a refund request. A refund request
related to an FRN with no TIN on file cannot be processed until a TIN is provided in CORES.

Refund processing generally takes up to two weeks to complete. Any questions concerning
refunds should be directed to the Scott Radcliffe at (202) 418-7518, Scott.Radcliffe@fcc.gov, or Theresa
Meeks at (202) 418-2945, Theresa.Meeks@fcc.gov.
